The figures in the Digest are mainly totals for calendar 
months or monthly averages. 

Some of the figures included in this Digest are provisional 
and may be revised in later issues. 


Definitions 

A Supplement of Definitions and Explanatory Notes, 
published with the January issue, gives detailed definitions 
of all the terms and units used in the Digest. The following 
general definitions should be noted in using the Digest: 


Area covered. Except where otherwise stated, all statistics 
relate to the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 


Consumption and stocks. The terms ‘consumption’, 
‘disposals’ and ‘stocks’ are defined in detail in the 
Supplement to the Digest. Figures of consumption and 
stocks are seasonal and should be used with caution. The 
stocks figures given may often relate to only part of the 
total stocks in the country. 


External trade. Owing to differences in coverage and 
timing, figures of imports and exports are not always 
comparable with those for production, consumption and 
stocks.

* average (or total) of five weeks 


Change of basis. A \ine drawn across a column between two 
consecutive figures indicates that the figures above and 
below the line have been compiled on different bases and are 
not strictly comparable.

Recent data 

In October 1981, HM Customs and Excise introduced a 
revised documentation scheme for recording the movement 
of exports. As a result the October 1981 — April 1982 trade 
figures have been adjusted and will therefore differ from 
those published in the overseas trade statistics. 


Change in content 

Most tables hitherto shown in 1975 prices or on base 

1975= 100 have been rebased on 1980= 100 and tables 
classified to the Standard Industrial Classification 1968 
reclassified to the Standard Industrial Classification Revised 
1980. 


Some further changes in the Digest take place this month. A 
new table in Section 9, on the production of selected organic 
chemicals, has been added and several other sections have 
been re-organised. These include a change from monthly to 
quarterly data for Table 13.8 on British Rail and British 
waterways freight traffic and the deletion of Table 3.12 as 
these figures are no longer collected.
